PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

TITLE 3 - POLICE REGULATION, CHAPTER 1 - POLICE FORCE 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Forest Preserve District of Cook Countv Board of Commissioners, that Title 
3 - Police Regulations, Chapter I - Police Force of the Forest Preserve District of Cook County Code of 
Ordinances is hereby amended as follows: 

3-1-1: - POLICE FORCE ESTABLISHED; COMPOSITION. 

There is hereby established a police force to be known as a Police Force. The Police Force of the 
District shall consist efr of police members who shall constitute the regular Police Force of the District. 
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At Th e Pr e sid e nt and m e mb e rs of th e Board of Commis s ion e r s of th e For e st Pr e s e rv e District, 
th e- officers and h e ad s- of - v a r i eo s- d e partm e nts and divi s ion s of th e Dis tr i €t 7 - who sha l l b e known 
as "D e put> ■ Po l ic e: 

■Bt Polic e m e mb e rs who sha l l const i tut e th e r e gular Polic e Forc e of th e District. 

3-1-2: - COMMAND; RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

The entire force for police duty, either emergency or general, shall be under the command of the G e n e ra l 
Sup e r i nt e nd e nt Chief of Police who shall make such rules and regulations for the government and 
discipline of the police as he may consider necessary and as are not inconsistent with the provisions of the 
rules and regulations established by the District Board of Commissioners for the government and 
regulation of the officers and employees of the District and of such ordinances as may be from time to 
time passed by the Board of Commissioners. 

3-1-3: - OATH OF OFFICE. 

All members of the regular Police Force shall , b e for e th e y e nt e r on - th e- dut ie s - of th e ir r es p e ctiv e offic es , 
take and subscribe to the following oath or affirmation before the Clerk of the County Court of Cook 
County or the District's Chief of Police or such Chief of Police's designee : 

"I do solemnly swear (or affirm, as the case may be) that I will support the Constitution of the 
United States, and the Constitution of the State of Illinois, and that I will faithfully discharge the 
duties of the office (insert here name of office, etc., etc.,) according to the best of my ability." 

The G e n e ral Sup e rint e nd e nt Chief of Police shall cause a permanent record to be kept of said oath of 
office. The appointment of any person to any office in the regular Police Force, with the exception of 
Emergency Police, shall not be deemed complete unt -il - the- fer -e go i ng oath of offic e is subscrib e d to unless 
that person has been awarded, within six months of his or her initial full-time employment a certificate 
attesting to his or her successful completion of the Minimum Standards Basic Law Enforcement Training 
Course as prescribed by the Illinois Law Enforcement Training Standards Board CILETSB''); or has 
been awarded a certificate attesting to his or her satisfactory completion of a training program of similar 
content and number of hours and which course has been found acceptable by ILETSB; or by reason of 
extensive prior law enforcement or county corrections experience the basic training requirement is 
determined by ILETSB to be illogical and unreasonable.

B, Arrest Powers: All members of the Police Force, as specified in Section 3-1-1 hereof, shall have 

pow e r and - ar e h e r e by se veral l y authoriz e d to arr e st and it shall b e th e duty of th e m e mb e r s of t he 

r e gular Po l ie e -Ferc e to arr e st, on vi e w, with or w i thout proc ess , any p e rson found i i v th e- act -of violating, 

within th e t e rr i tory und e r th e jurisdict i on of th e Distr i ct Board of Commi ss ion e r s , any ordinance of th e 
For es t-Pr ese rv e D is trict, - er law of th e Stat e of Ill i nois, or aid i ng or ab e tt i ng in such vio l ation, and s hall 
take a l l such p e rsons so arr e st e d b e for e th e n e ar es t court of comp etef it juri s dict i on in th e Distr i ct. In 
ca se- no s uch court i s in se s s ion, th e p e rsons so - arr es t e d may b e d e ta i n e d in any polic e stat i on with i n th e 
Distr i ct, or saf e plac e prov i d e d for such purpos e by th e Commiss i on e r s of th e For es t Pr e s e rv e Di s trict, 
unt i l such p e r s on s o arr e st e d can b e brought befor e such court for trial w i thout unn e c es sary d e lay Mid 

exercise police powers over the territor\^ within the District for the preservation of the public peace, and 

the observance and enforcement of the ordinances and laws, such as are conferred upon and exercised 
by the police of organized cities and villages: but such police force, when acting vyithin the limits of any 
city or village, but outside the territory owned, leased, or licensed by the District and property over which 
the District has easement rights, shall act in aid of the regular police force of such city or village and shall 
then be subject to the direction of its chief of police, city or village marshals, or other head t hereof. 

C. Arrests : Every person under arrest shall be treated kindly and humanely by the police officer making 
the arrest, and by those police who are in charge of such person.
